PAGEANTRY AT 
EMBASSY 


Early on Tuesday morning two new 
plaques outside the building at 18, 
Manchester Square, in London. 
replaced the old inscriptions: Legation 
of Israel, IN"W" IVE was now 
Embassy of Israel, 

It was this change that caused a 
crowd to assemble outside and inside 
the Embassy brought the 
pageantry of the Royal State coaches 
to the doorstep of Israel's diplomatic 
representation in Britain. 

Signal lights on’ the whole route— 
through Duke Street, Grosvenor Square, 
Hyde Park, and Constitution Hill, to 
Buckingham Palace—were switched off 
while police controlled the heavy ‘traffic. 


Three State Coaches 


The three black and gold coaches, 
preceded and followed by mounted police 
officers, arrived at the. Embassy at 
11.25 a.m.—five minutes earlier than 
scheduled. H.M., Marshal of the Diplo- 
matic Corps, Major-General Arthur G. 
Salisbury-Jones, C.M.G., siepped out of 
the first coach and was received on the 
Stairs by Dr. Moshe. Keren, Counsellor 
to the Israel Embassy. 

Soon afterwards the Marshal and Mr. 
Elath, holding the sealed envelope con- 
taining his new credentials as Ambassa- 
dor, entered the first coach. They were 
followed by. Dr. Keren: Mr. Yaakov 
Brin, the Economic Counsellor; Lt.-Col. 
Katriel Salmon, the Military, Air, 
and Naval Attaché; and Messrs. 
Michael Arnon. Press Attaché; Mordechai

TALKS WITH 
AUSTRIA 


De puties to be 
Represented

Representatives of British and 
French Jewry have been invited to 
join the leading Jewish organisations 
in the U.S.A. for the forthcoming 
talks with the Austrian Government 
on restitution and compensation to 
Jewish victims of Nazism. 

The Board of Deputies, at its first 
meeting after the summer recess, held 
at Woburn House. London. on Sun- 
day, accepted the invitation to partici- 
pate in the talks and appointed Mr. 
BARNETI JANNER, M.P. (Leeds. 
United), as its representative on. the 
co-ordinating committee. of Jewish 
organisations for negotiations with 
Austria. The: Rev. .Dr. A. COHEN 


(Birmingham), President of the Board, 


was in the chair. 
Combating the Fascists 


The Board also endorsed an urgent 
appeal to the. community—particularly 
the youth—made by. the President, as 
Chairman of its Defence Committee, not 
io.“ play into the hands of the fascists.” 
who .were again trying to revive thei 
activities by deliberately provoking dis- 
turbances in districts with large Jewish 
populations. 

Dr.. Cohen's: congratulations, on the 
Board’s behalf, to Mr; Eliahu Elath, on 
becoming the first Israeli Ambassador to 
the Court of St. James's, were greeted 
with tumultuous applause. The President 
expressed the Board’s “pride and 
pleasure in the development of | the 
relations between both countries.” 

Presenting the report of the Executive 
Committee, Dr.. Cohen referred to a 
Sydney. report in last week’s issue of 
THE JewtsH CHRONICLE that the Execu- 
tive Council of: Australian Jewry. had 
decided to request that the second con- 
ference of Jewish communities in. the 
Commonwealth be held. during the 
Coronation. year. 

At the first Jewish Commonwealth 
Conference two years ago, the President 
said, it had been decided to -convene 
such conferences at three-year intervals. 
But after the General Secretary of the 
South African Board of ._Deputies had 
pointed out that they themselves would 
be holding their biennial congress in the 
summer of 1953, and also because. it 
would be difficult to arrange passages

At first. appeared that -Kaganovich, 
a member of the former Pohtburo, would 
not be elected to the Pres dium, which 
has now replaced the Politburo as the 
Party s supreme body, Though he 
presided at one. session of the Congress, 
he did not address the delegates unti! the 
last day. when he ‘pressed: for the elec- 
tion of a sub-commiussion to. estabhsh 
a new programme for the: Party. 

Kaganovich is a member of this sub- 
commussion (which is headed -by Stalin) 
He was subsequently elected to the 
Central Committee and to the Presidium, 
His brother, a-former member of. the 
Central Committee, was not re-elected. 

Mekhlis, also a. full. member of the 
Central Committee, was formerly politica! 
chef of the Soviet Army. Rajzer is an 
industrial expert. 

Among the 45 foreign delegations at 
the Congress was a representative of the 
Israel Communist Party, Samue! 
Mikunis. In a speech -he criticised the 
anti-national,. pro-American policy. of 
Ben-Gurion.” |

Jewish people who had suffered so 
bitterly during the war. . The victims. of 
Nazi tyranny needed a chance to. live 
again im peace and dignity He was 
determined to do what he could to heip 
these innocent people 

Afier a 48-minute mecting with General 
Eisenhower, Rabbi Silver imssued a. state- 
ment saying he was shocked by Presi- 
dent Truman's “ irresponsible statement 
identifying the Republican candidate by 
implication with antisemitism and anti- 
Catholhcism in the United States. 

Rabbi Silver said that “to identify a 


man General Etsenhower—whose 


humanity and broad tolerange are known 
all over the world—with antisemitism and 
anti-Cathol'cism is just not. tolerable, 
even in the heat of a campaign. It is 
clear that General Evsenhower & opposed 
to the McCarran Bill and would like to 
eliminate from it preferences for Nordics 
and others.’

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


EACH TO HIS 


Noah was in his generations a 
man righteous and wholehearted 
«» (Gen. vi,.9.) 


OME rabbis, we are told, 

understood this verse to mean 

that Noah was perfect even in 
his corrupt generation; had he 
lived in the more _ righteous 
age of Abraham he would have 
travelled further along the ladder 
to perfection. Others interpret the 
verse to mean that Noah's perfec- 
tion was relative to his generation ; 
his claim to merit was based on the 
comparative wickedness of his con- 
temporaries, and in Abraham’s time 
he would have had small title to 
greatness. | 


It should be noted that even the 
less complimentary view does not 
condemn Noah for not rising above 
the moral influences of his age. It 
is the height of folly for a man to 
endeavour to evade the colouring of 
his environment by turning the 
clock backwards or forwards for 
himself. “Jephthah in his generation 
was the equal of Samuel in his,” is 
the wise observation of the rabbis. 
As a man, Samuel was in every way 
superior to Jephthah, but the one 
was as effective as a leader in his 
age as the other in his. 


‘THE need’ for each man recognising 

his spiritual place, which this teach- 
ing implies, has been attested by the 
teaching of men of deep religious 
insight. of all ages. - Hero-worship, 
they tell us, even when commendable, 
must stop at the point at which the 
admirer loses his identity in the object 
of his admiration by sedulously aping 
all) his mannerisms traits of 
character. The saintly Chafetz Chayim 
said that on Judgment Day he will be 
asked not why he had. not become 


a second Moses. but why he had not - 


realised his own potentialities. To 
thine own self be true.’ is the only 
valid criterion for successful Jewish 
living. 

This truth is all too often lost sight 
of in our day. On the one hand we 
have those, though they are to-day 
only few in number, who can find 


GENERATION 


value only in those aspects of Jewish 
life which meet with the full approval 
of the non-Jewish: world. On the 
other hand we have those, and they 
are numerous. who would have us 
model our lives down to the smallest 
detail on those of our forebears. Both 
the assimilationists and the ancestor- 
worshippers are at fault. 


THIS is not to deny value to non- 

Jewish life and culture, and it is cer- 
tainly not to deny spiritual greatness 
to our ancestors. We can stand in 
awe at the tremendous spirit of self- 
sacrifice and devotion to our faith of 
former generations of Jews without 
being thereby committed to the view 
that our salvation lies in unintelli- 
gently transplanting their religious 


shoots on to our virgin soil without 


either cultivating that soil or grafting 
and trimming the shoots. 

it is a crying shame that every 
original constructive movement within 
Orthodoxy, even if its aims are 
those of making the Torah a living 
force in our midst and demonstrating 
its relevance. to life to-day, should be 
dubbed “reform” by certain sections 
of the community on no other grounds 
than tts novel character, which renders 
it taboo in their eyes. This attitude 
was the cause of the fierce opposition 
to such creative movements as Chas- 
sidism, the * Torah and Derech Eretz ” 
trend in Germany, and the Zionist 
movement in recent vears. It is a simi- 
lar attitude which ts at present prevent- 
ing religious Jews from comme to 
grips with the many problems to which 
the emergence of the State of Israel 
has given rise.

RECRUITMENT TO THE MINISTRY 


Memorial Council's Bursaries

To encourage recruitment to the 
ministry the Jewish Memorial Coun- 
cil’s Executive Committee had decided 
to award up to. three bursaries, each 
vaiued at £150 per annum and tenable 
for a period of up to three years at 
Jews’ College, London. 

This was stated by Mr. Alan. A. 
Mocatta. O.B.E.. Chairman of 


the Council of the College, when he 


presided at its meeting at Woburn 
House, London, on Tuesday. 

Mr. Mocatta recalled that the Council 
had agreed that they should try to secure 
recruits for: the mimistry from Jewish 
secondary schools — generally.

Questioned about the passage of 
British tankers bound for Haifa 
through the Suez Canal, Mr. ANTHONY 
Nutrinc, Joint Foreign Under- 
Secretary, said in the Commons on 
Wednesday that the situation had not 
changed since the Minister of State 
(Mr. Selwyn Lloyd) replied to a ques- 
tion last May.

Mr. Hecror McNett (Lab., Greenock) 
asked if the House was to understand 
that there had been recent conversations 
between the British Government and the 
new Government in Cairo.

THE JEW IN PARLIAMENT

Speaking on “ The Jew in Parliament ” 


at the opening of the new session of the 


Hampstead Jewish Literary Society, on . 


Sunday, Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P.. said 
he had+ never felt it inconsistent with his 
Parliamentary duties to espouse Jewish 
causes in the House. On the contrary, 
he considered it to be the duty of the 
Jew in Parhament to “see that — the 
Government does the right thing, not only 
by the population as a whole but by 
every section of the population, of which 
the Jews are one.” 

The meeting, held in the Hampstead 
Synagogue Hall, Dennington Park Road. 
N.W.. was presided over by the Rev. 
Isaac Levy, who paid tribute to Mr: 
Janner's “ constant’ display of Jewish 
loyalty.” which had earned him the grati- 
tude of the Anglo-Jewish community and 
world Jewry as a whole. 

Mr. Janner traced the history of the 
long struggle for full equality of the Jew 
in Parliament. Its outcome—the right of 
a Jewish Member to take the oath in the 
Jewish way—both entitled and obliged 
him to represent specific Jewish interests. 
This was fully recognised in Parliament, 
and non-Jewish Members, far from 
resentang such an expected the 
Jew to place at their disposal his expert 
knowledge on matters affecting Jewish 
citizens.

KASHRUT APPEAL 
TO PUBLIC 


Action Against Butchers 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


An appeal to Jewish housewives to 
support the action taken by the eccle- 
siastical authorities and the Shechita 
Board to safeguard kashrut by elimi- 
nating traders who deceive the public 
by not conforming to licences granted 
them by the Board was made by Mr. 
Harry Gaventa, presiding at a meeting 
of the National Shechita Council, held 
on Monday at 29, Alie Street, E.1. 


Mr. Gaventa thanked THE JEWISH 


CHRONICLE and the JewisH Voice for 
supporting the Board in this matter. 

Reporting on interviews he had. had 
with the Ministry of Food, on the sub- 
ject of revoking and issuing new licences, 
the President referred to the judgment 
awarded by the High Court last April 
in the case of a Leeds kasher butcher 
which upheld the right of the Shechita 
Board to withhold meat supplies from 
traders violating the conditions of their 
licence, The cost of the action in this 
test case was about £1,700, to which the 
London and Leeds Boards were to con- 
tribute £500 each. The Council agreed 
that letters be sent to the other provin- 
cial Shechita Boards asking them to share 
in the cost, 


Shechita Board Powers 


The President said he had made 
inquiries at the Ministry regarding the 
position of a person wishing to open 
a kasher butcher shop under the new 
regulations. which allow anyone to open 
a shop if he has SO registered customers, 
To his surprise he had been told that 
anyone would be. entitled to receive 
kasher meat, although the Minister, with 
whom the final decision rests, would be 
prepared to consult the Jewish authori- 
ties. It might be necessary, said Mr. 
Gaventa, to test the powers of the Minis- 
ter in this respect on the strength of the 
judgment in the Leeds case. They 
Should not allow the traditional rights 
of the Shechita Boards to be taken out 
of their hands, 

The President also reported on the 
installation of the first casting pen at the 
new model. abattoir at Fareham, near 
Portsmouth. 


DELAY IN REPARATIONS 
LEGISLATION 


From a Correspondent 


Unforeseen difficulties have, it is 
learned. delayed completion of the draft 
legislation which, under the reparations 
agreement signed — between 
Western Germany and the Jewish Claims 
Conference, is to be introduced in. the 
Federal Republic to redress Nazi wrongs 
and to facilitate the payment of com- 

ensation, etc., to Jewish victims of 
Nazism. 

The draft laws, due to be prepared this 
month, are unlikely to be completed 
before November. Before being’ sub- 
mitted to the West German Government 
for consideration and approval they will, 
it iS understood, be studied by two or 
three Jewish experts who participated in 
the recent conference at The Hague. 

These experts will be invited to Bonn 
by the. Federal Government and asked 
to comment on the. proposed legislation.

Significance to World 
Jewry

Results of Anglo-Turkish 
Discussions 
‘By our Diplomatic Correspondent 


Last week's Anglo-Turkish conversa-— 


tions in London are officially described 
as a success. So they were—mainly 
for the Turkish visitors, who obtained 
recognition. of their two principal con- 
tentions: that the Middle East defence 
organisation should centre on Turkey, 
and that the Arab States should not 
be among the foundation members. 
The nature of these decisions has been 
glossed over by the official announcement 
that there is to be “no delay ” in setting 
up the planning staff of the projected 
Middle East Defence Command. In other 
words, the groundwork is to be laid in 
advance of the expected Angio-Egyptan 
agreement, 


Sudanese Problem 


Turkish insistence on this peint is due 
to a belief that Whitehall is still unduly 
ful of building up a British-controlled 
defence organisation in the Middle East 
which can parallel the Southern Com- 
mand of the North Atlantic Treaty 
now centred in 
Smyrna. The Turkish Government regards 
this as both improbable and undesirable. 
Turkey has no objection to joining a 
separate Middle organisation-— 
provided it is subordinate to Nato, of 
which Turkey is now a full member. 

For the same reason the Turkish siates- 
men are understood to have pressed for 
Alexandretta, in Turkey, rather than 
Cyprus, as the headquarters of the Middle 
East Command. 

The prospects of an Anglo-Egyptian 
agreememt have been altered slightly by 
the recent hints that General Neguib may 
shortly dispense with the monarchy. 
There is evidence that many Sudanese 
nationalists would prefer union with a 
Republican Egypt to subordination under 
the Egyptian Crown. The Umma leaders 


are now in Cairo, but Neguib’s real sup-. 


port. comes from the newly founded 
Republican Socialist Party of the Sudan, 
which includes the younger and more 
progressive elements. 

The U.S. State Department has quickly 
adjusted itself to the situation,. and 1s 
urging Whitehall to do likewise.

IN ISRAEL 


Negey and Hula Projects

Plans are being prepared to treble 
the area of land under irrigation in 


Israel, 

Most of the projects will be carried 
out by the Mekoroth Water Corporation, 
which is owned largely by the Keren 
Hayesod. These. will be connected mainly 
with the exploitation of subterranean 
water resources, which constitute 73 per 
per cent of the country’s water resources. 

The areas to. benefit from the new 
plans will be the Negev, where 55 new 
settlements are planned in the next three 
years, the Jezreel Valley, and the Hula 
area, where existing settlements will be 
able to intensify agricultural production. 

The most expensive project is that in 
the Negev, where borings, pipe-laying, 
and the construction of pumping stations 
and a reservoir are planned. Water con- 
sumption in the Negev is expected to 
increase from 20,000,000 cubic metres this 
year to 107,000,000 in 1955. | The area 
under irrigation in this region is expected 
to increase from 5,000 to 25,000 acres in 
the same period.

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HEBREW 
UNIVERSITY 


IN the development of the Hebrew Univer- 
sity of Jerusalem this generation of Jewry is 
privileged to witness the realisation of hopes 
that have been cherished throughout the 


ages. No aspect of the present-day national — 


renaissance reveals its ultimate sources of 
inspiration more profoundly than does this 
creation of a great world centre for the 
diffusion of Jewish scholarship and learning. 
The formation of such a centre was from the 
first among the objectives of the modern 
Zionist movement. Just half a century ago, 
in 1902, Dr. WEIZMANN, MARTIN BuBER, and 
BeRTHOLD Fetwet published an_ historic 
pamphlet in furtherance of this cause. 
Already in July, 1918, while General 
ALLENBY’S army was still in process of 
liberating Palestine, the foundation-stones of 
the institution were laid on Mount Scopus. 


This was indeed an act of faith, but it was — 


splendidly rewarded when Lord BALFOUR 
opened the University at an ever-memorable 
ceremony in April, 1925. The institution’s 
subsequent development owes an immeasur- 
able debt to the enthusiasm and devotion of 
the late Dr. JUDAH MAGNES, its first Chan- 
cellor and later President. 
tremendous difficulties—many of which still 
remain to be resolved—it has now achieved 
a world-wide reputation and added new 
glory to the Jewish name. Two years ago 
the celebration of its silver jubilee marked 
an important milestone in its triumphant 
career. It coincided, however, with a period 
of unprecedented crisis. The establishment 
of the State of Israel has presented the 
University with a multitude of new demands 
and opportunities. At the same time the 
enforced exile from its home on Mount 
Scopus has added enormously to adminis- 
trative problems. The Government and 
people of Israel are fully determined to 
contribute to the utmost of their available 
resources towards the University’s upkeep. 
present circumstances, however, the 
Jewish communities of other lands are 


called upon to increase the responsibilities © 


which they have willingly undertaken for the 
maintenance and expansion of an institution 


which serves all Jewry and in which Jews 


everywhere share a common pride. 

For a quarter of a cenfury the English 
Friends’ of the Hebrew University have 
rendered magnificent service to this cause. 
During the coming week this organisation 
will be. making an intensive effort to bring 
home to the community the meaning and 
purpose of its work. In this connection we 
are printing with this issue of THe JEWISH 
CHRONICLE a special Hebrew University 
Week Supplement, in which a number of 
distinguished authorities write about different 
aspects of the institution’s activities. The 
message from Mr. EviAHU ELaTH, the Israeli 
Ambassador, fittingly stresses the impor- 
tance of fostering cultural and spiritual 
values between 
Viscount SAMUEL, the Friends’ indefatigable 
President, likewise emphasises the need to 
foster these values of the mind and the spirit.

AUSTRIAN TALKS? 


THE mistake that wes made on the Jewish 
side in the recently concluded reparations 
pact with Germany, when it was only under 
extreme pressure that the all-American 
Jewish “ Presidium ” was extended to include 
the representation of British Jewry, is for- 
tunately not to be repeated should the 
projected talks materialise with the Austrian 
Government on the same subject, Although 
no official news has yet been issued of an 
Austrian invitation to any talks, it seems 
clear, from the activities of the bodies which 


formed the original Claims Conference, that — 


something unofficial must already have been 
said, for a number of Jewish bodies other 
than American, including British, French, 
anid Agudist, have now been invited to join 
the new Co-ordinating Committee. 


This is a move in the right direction, for 
two reasons. The first is, of course, that the 
stronger and more comprehensive the Jewish 
representation is, the less will energies be dis- 
sipated in internal wrangles. Secondly, it will 


be in a better position to compel conclusions, . 


as, unhappily, the Austrians have not been 
living up to the promises they originally gave 
over restitution to the victims of Nazism. 
Austria, as far as Jewry is concerned, was— 


-unlike Germany—given the “ benefit of the 


doubt.” It was assumed, in spite of the 


strength, and brutality, of the native Nazis in. 


that country, that Austria had had to yield to 
the superior force of Germany, and friendly 
relations were established with Vienna as 
soon as was practicable after the war. The 
twistings and turnings of Austrian policy 
ever since, however, are not a happy augury 
for the new negotiations, and the sudden 
resignation of the Austrian Cabinet on Wed- 
nesday night may delay matters once again. 
For the Jewish part, it is necessary to stress 
that, although Jewries other than American 
are being brought in, it will not be sufficient 


-simply to be “represented”; a strenuous 


effort will have to be made to see that such 
representation pulls its full weight and does 
not leave all the work to the Americans. 


As far as the German reparations are con- 
cerned, there are still questions to be asked. 
Mr. BARNETT JANNER, M.P., who has just 
returned from the U.S.A., where he took 
part in the discussions: as a British repre- 
sentative at the Claims Conference, has 
reported to the Board of Deputies in Lon- 
don on the registering under American Law 
of a Corporation to handle the work of the 
allocating and disbursement of the restitu- 
tion received from Germany for the Jewish 
victims of the Nazis not provided for by 
the separate agreement with Israel. It is a 
great pity that Mr. JANNER’S request in New 
York for the incorporatton of the company 
also in Europe was not acceded to, as the 
refusal is bound to renew the suggestion 
that it is once more an American “closed 
shop,” even though a European Committee 
may be appointed to the Directorate of the 
Corporation. There is still no information 
on how the reparations are to be allocated 
and to whom. No doubt the Jewish Agency 
and the American Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee will be recipients of a big proportion, 
both in view of their terrific disbursements 
on Jewish relief and rehabilitation in the past 
and their continuation of such work for a 
long time to come. It is, incidentally, to be 
regretted that the “ Joint ’ has, in the repara- 


- tions talks, figured in a political sense as one 


of the actual negotiators, thus breaking a 
long-standing rule of its own. Its obvious 
interests could easily have been safeguarded 
otherwise. Both the bodies named may be 
in the rather invidious position, it seems, of 
being allocators and recipients at the same 
time. In any case, however, it is time that 
the public had more information on what 
is being proposed. 3 7

UNITED NATIONS DAY 


To-pay, October 24, is United Nations 
Day, when the peoples of this and other 
lands are reminded of their allegiance to the 
Charter of the United Nations, which came 
into force just seven years ago. In the 
opening words of the Charter the aims of 
the United Nations are declared to be as 
follows: ‘To save succeeding generations 
from the scourge of war, which twice in our 
lifetime has brought untold sorrow to man- 
kind: to reaffirm faith in fundamental 
human rights, in the dignity and worth of 
the human person, in the equal rights of 
men and women and of nations large and 
small; to establish conditions under which 
justice and respect for the obligations arising 
from treaties and other sources of inter- 
national law can be maintained; and to 


promote social progress and better standards . 
These are lofty | 


of life in larger freedom. 
aims, and doubtless, in the seven years of 
its existence, the United Nations has not 
fulfilled all the high hopes that were 
originally entertained for it. Yet this great 


organisation has at least made a beginning 


towards making the aspirations of the 
Charter a reality. Many of the activities of 
the U.N. are of paramount Jewish interest, 
and Jewish organisations from different 
lands enjoy consultative status with the U.N. 
In this country the Jewish Peace Society is 
among the officially recognised religious 


bodies which are affiliated to the United 
Nations. Association.. The CHieF Raspsi has 


requested that special prayers for peace and 
the success of the United Nations shall be 
recited in synagogues during to-morrow’ 
Sabbath service. Both as citizens and as 


Jews we aré summoned to give thought 


and effort to the promotion of peace among 
the nations. 


THE “ OBSERVER ” 


JEWISH. as well as Roman Catholic, 


readers must have had an unpleasant surprise 


when they saw in the London EVENING 
STANDARD last week an item which dealt with 
the famous. Sunday . newspaper, the 
OBSERVER. The diarist of the evening paper 


was commenting on some ‘aspects of the | 
OBSERVER Trust, and he revealed that, under 


the terms of that Trust, no Catholic or 
Jew was allowed to become Editor or 
hold .one of the higher executive positions 
on the OsSERVER. Any doubt about the 
accuracy of this .statement was set at 
rest by the OBSERVER itself,. which pub- 
lished a letter last Sunday from an indig- 
nant reader, a’ Catholic lady married to 
a Jew. The Editor of the .OBSERVER 
admitted the matter, saying that the Trust 
Deed and Articles of Association laid 1t down 
that “ only a person of the Protestant religion 
—* which expression shall be interpreted in 
the widest and most liberal sense "may be a 
trustee or director, or the editor or business 
manager of the paper.” This, he went on to 
say, did not apply to other members of the 
staff, and “* several prominent and responsible 
members of the editorial staff are either 
Roman Catholics or Jews.” The OBSERVER 
has so liberal a public record and so con- 
against racial and 
religious discrimination anywhere in_ the 
world, that it seems incredible that its own 
governance should include this restrictive 
measure. Obviously a religious denomina- 
tional paper would be very unlikely to appoint 
a member of a different sect or faith as its 
editor, but for a general newspaper 


deliberately to adopt so discriminatory a rule 


is in the highest degree unfortunate. It is 
curious, in the light of this rule, to. reflect 
on the history of this particular paper, for it 
was owned and edited by Jews in the late 
Victorian period: the wealthy JuLius BEER 
(who it is understood later changed his faith), 
and then his son, FREDERICK BEER, who 
married a flamboyant Sefardi heiress, RACHEL 
SASSOON, an aunt of Sir PHILIP SASSOON. 
RACHEL BEER, in fact, had the distinction of 
herself editing, at least nominally, for a 
period, both the OBSERVER and the equally 
famous SUNDAY TIMES. It was only after 


‘the death of her husband that she sold both 


papérs in 1905. The chief effect of public 
knowledge of the Trust Deed clause will, of 
course, be to encourage all anti-Jewish bodies, 
including a number of golf and tennis clubs, 
to feel righteous and justified in their stupid 
attitude of exclusion, and from that in general 
it will be felt that hidden discrimination is 
something which even the best people need 
not be ashamed of. There are, however, so 
many other implications that it would be very 
interesting indeed to know why this illiberal 
and ill-advised clause was inserted in the 
OBSERVER Trust Deed.

life secure in Israel, citizens of other lands 
can relax their need for racial integrity 
because Judaism is now in a position to 
survive their indifference. Can Israel, any 
more than any other particular community, 
be relied upon to safeguard the austere 
monotheism and the rule of ethics which are 
the original treasures of Judaism, and which 
have ever flowered in exile ? 

But the article should be read for the 
stir it gives to thought, for its theory of 
Jewish creative talent, and for its noble plea 
for tolerance, Let those, however, not 
already self-conscious and those apt to 
be influenced by analyses of motives keep. 
away, for its analogies are such as to make 
most of us feel-—-whatever we do—guilty, 
either of being too obviously Jewish or of 


trying too obviously not to be. These 
analogies are for talk and not for print. 
* 
Professor  Brodetsky contributes an 


interesting review of the University’s growth 
and future and of its leadership. An adminis- 
trative team could support a distinguished 
academic head, who would help recruit 
scholars of high: calibre and who would, 


to its home on Mount Scopus. .. Professor 
Brodetsky envisages a University of Israel, 
incorporating the Hebrew University, the 
Weizmann Institute, and the Haifa Technion. 
It is a worthy and feasible vision. 

Professor Bentwich, who edits the whole 
Symposiun?, confines his. writing to reporting 
the story of the English Friends. who have 
done so much to help the University. He 
has not taken the chance to summarise the 
needs outlined by his contributors: lack of 
books, accommodation, bursaries, funds for - 
foreign travél. Nor has he explained the 
significance of his omissions: — dispropor- 
tionately long articles on some fields. seem 
to have left no space for the faculties of 
Agriculture. Law, and Medicine; and there 
is no description of undergraduate life. 


A University 1s not the sum of its depart- 
ments. The stimulus of friendships, differ- 
ences, and enthusiasms js not the least part 
of university education, but cannot. be 
enjoyed without leisure. College life is. an 
ideal frame, but the Hebrew University must 
be much less poor hefore students can he 
given colleges in which to live and can. be 
relieved of the necessity to earn in term as 
well as in vacation. Much has been done 
by imaginative generositv--a notable part 
by English Jews--but much more remains : 
bursaries and biunldings are vital. 

Here, therefore, 1s more a posy than .a 
garland, but one whose various flowers are 
lively and alluring. Here is evidence of 
success to reinforce and of needs to fill.

MONG the momentous changes which 
have taken place in recent Jewish 
history should be counted the trans- 

formation which the Yishuv has undergone 
from a community with a surplus of intel- 
lectuals into a society with an inadequate 
proportion of intelligentsia. 
“We need scientific workers as a starving 
man needs bread and water,” writes a col- 
league in a recent letter. “1 am just back 
from a committee meeting. We dis- 
cussed the scheme for an Encyclopedia on 
Education to stimulate thinking on the 
subject in Israel. . . . We have not got the 
men to do the work. Shall we find them ? 
Money is not the obstacle. The same story 
everywhere: the future of the TARBITZ {the 
leading learned periodical in Judaic studies], 
the plan to publish the collected works of 
Spinoza, etc. Money 1s now our last worry. 
But where to get the men’? , 
History has indeed a way of confounding 
idealistic planners by confronting them with 
results which seem to mock their designs. Phere 
is now an air of total irrelevance about. the 
homilies of the early Tolstoyan romantics on 
the return to nature, and their eloquent sermons 
on the -need to atone by 4 life of manual 
labour for the “parasitic existence of the 
Diaspora. This situation holds out indeed a 
challenge to the high-minded young Jew with 
special talent or skill, not just to his Zionist 
conscience or philanthropic sentiment, but to 
that last infirmity of a nobce mind: the craving

of Totalitarian Democracy”) 


to imprint one’s own personality on some 


achievement which would be wholly of one's 


own making. 

But the culttiral crisis in Israel is not. merely 
a question of lack of technicians. . No less 
grave is the threatening deterioration of | the 
general cultural climate. That generation which 
came to Palestine in the “twenties, and was at 
home equally in the Jewish tradition and in 
the European heritage, and like the pioneers of 
anv movement contained a multitude of colour- 
ful personalities of high literacy and artistic 
brilliance, has nearly all passed away. But 
then even they were not meant to become the 
architects of a Hebrew culture, because thetr 
remembrances of childhood recollected in 
(doubtful) tranquillity were fixed in a. back- 
ground vastly different from the Palestinian 
setting. How much less could be expected 
from the arrivals of the Hitler era. who in most 


cases lacked all Jewish eauipment and continued . 
sp it were, 


for a long while to tive 
on the margin of the Yishuyv. Nothing more 
need be said here about the infinitely complex 
problems created hy the sudden influx of 
hundreds of thousands of primitive people 

The centre of the. scene is, however, now 
occupied by a generation which has grown up 
in Palestine. which. not only. has no. foretgn 
recollections. but reached manhood in a pro- 
longed period of physical and spiritual isola- 
tion from the wor'd.. There are no coherent 
and sufficiently rich 
to weave on. The traditional ghetto heritage 
appears alien. incomprehensible, to many

N the early part of this year I was in 

Jerusalem and attended the meetings of 

the Board of Governors of the Hebrew 
University then being held. I was able to 
gain some idea of the strenuous efforts that 
its teachers and administrators are making, 
in the face of almost overwhelming difficul- 
ties, to fulfil the noble task entrusted to their 
hands. 

The doubled population of Israel, and the 
eagerness of the young people for education in 
all its branches, have compelled the University 
to open its doors ever wider. Before the war 
the number of students was 1,100. at the end, 
it was 800; it is now 2,500. Yet all the build- 
ings, libraries, laboratories, provided over a 
period of thirty years and at a cost of some 
two million pounds, are across the Arab lines 
and tmaccessible. From my room at the King 
David Hotel I could see the extensive range of 
buildings, including the great Hadassah and 
University Hospital and School of Medicine, 
two miles away on the skyline of Mount Scopus 
—within view, but out of reach. The University 
has had to make shift with a dozen old and 


improvised buildings, scattered here and there 


in the Jewish part of the City of Jerusalem. 
The Israeli Government has not abandoned hope 
of recovering Mount Scopus and its vast estab- 
lishments. But even if. that is accontplished, 
the site will fall far short of the University's 
requirements to-day,..still more of the needs 
of ten years: hence. 
* 

In spite. of new. grants from: the Israeli 
Government, the budget of the University is 
always in. deficit. . Nevertheless, its work must 
not be cut down. Hs curriculum covers both 
the .broad humanities and the practical sciences 
that touch the life of Israek: the climate: of 
the country, the health of the population, the 
soil and natural resources. And there are the 
large Capital expenditures, immediate and future, 
that have to be made for acquiring and. develop- 
ing the new site. Ht is impossible for all this 
to be provided by the people of Israel alone, 
hampered as they aré by great economic and 
financial difficulties 

Reing,-later in the year, in the United States, 
i gave what. help | could to the American 
Friends of the Hebrew University by addressing 
gatherings in New York, Washington, Boston, 
and Princeton in aid of the nahon-wide campaign 
which they were then jnitiating. In view of the 
fate that has befallen the Jews of Continental 
Europe, it must depend upon the communities 
in the United States and in the. Bryish 
Commonwealth to bear the chief burden, 

Ihe communities here. afe generous. their 
resources are not small, And they are 
enlightened... In. an age highly industrialised 
and materialised, they recognise the importance 
of cultural and. religtous values, of the things 
af the mind and the spirit... There indeed is 
the essential purpose of Judaism. And there 
is the special province of the University in 
Jerusalem. | 

Once again, at long last, a Jewish State lives 
in an ancient centre of the people. Tt would 
be ill-equipped indeed, and false to ifs mission, 
if it had no University... And. the University 
exists—-working, expanding, but struggling. If 
if is properly to serve its purpose, it must be 
strong. intellectually and materially. And it is 
for the Jews of the world in our generation to 
make it so.

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FACULTY OF AGRICULTURE 


By Dr. REDCLIFFE N. SALAMAN, F.R.S. 


GRICULTURE, the last of 
the “schools” to attain 


Faculty status in the Hebrew 
University, was the first secular 
subject to receive specialist atten- 
tion in Palestine. | 

In 1870 the Alliance Israélite 
founded an agricultural training- 
school, Mikveh Israel, on land given 
by the Turkish Government. Here 
European methods were applied to 
an agricultural practice which had 
hardly changed since the days of 
the patriarchs. 

A second training school was pro- 
vided 50 years later by the college 
founded near Mount Tabor by 
Kadoorie, of Baghdad. However, 
neither this institution nor Mikveh 
is designed for the training of 
academic students or for research. 


Rehovot Research Station 


The Zionist Organisation founded 
an Agricultural Station at Rehovot 
during the First World War, under 
Dr. Volcani. It was not till 1921 
that it was able to get to work; but 
from then onwards it has been in the 


forefront of agricultural endeavour in - 


Israel. In 1929 the Station was taken 
over by the Jewish Agency. It is in 
this institution that we must seek not 


only the origin of the’ Faculty but 


the machinery through which our 
students receive the practical side of 
their education. 

In 1940 an Agricultural School was 
established within. the University. 
Thanks to the Ochberg family, of 
South Africa, a Chair for Farm 
Management was established. At the 
same time a laboratory, established at 
Rehovot in memory of Aaron Aaron- 
son, enabled the application of scien- 
tific methods to field cultivation to be 
demonstrated. 


Werk on Parasites 


Before 1940 the University had by 
no means neglected agricultural prob- 
lems. Professor Adler, alone and 
in conjunction with Dr. Theodore, 


was working in 1926 and for many | 


years on. theileriosis, a cause of 
anemia in cattle, and by his dis- 
covery of its nature and treatment 
gave a great impetus to the nascent 
dairying industry. One recalls the 
contributions of the late Professor 
Kligler on the nature of infection in 
fowl-pox: of Dr. Wittenberg on the 
nematodes and other parasites of the 
domestic animals of Israel; and of 
Professor Bodetheimer’s studies on 
the scale insects in the citrus groves. 

Perhaps the most dramatic § inter- 
vention of the pure scientist in the 
field of agricultural practice in the 
pre-Faculty days has been the work 
of Dr. Reich and others. The culture 
of carp in the fish-ponds in the Beisan 
region and Hedera has been developed 
on intensive scientific technical 


lines and represents an important 
contribution to Israel's food supplies. 

The fundamental studies of soil and 
climate were from 1924 and 1930 
respectively initiated at the University 
by Professors Reifenberg and Ashbel, 
long before an Agricultural Faculty 
had been conceived. 


In recent years the relations of 
University, Government Agricultural 
Department, and the farming public 
have become more closely integrated. 
One of the latest and most promising 
fields of co-operation has been the 
reclamation of the Negev. 


Citrus and Tropical Fruit 


The Government also maintains its 
own stations on which to try out new 
crops. The Sarafand Station deals 
with citrus fruit and new hybrids. It 
also has trial plots of mangoes, 
loquats, avocado pears, and garden 
bulbs. It would be of advantage were 
such. stations brought into close 


relationship with the University, to 


have the inspiration of the scientist. 

During recent years scores of 
students have sought admission to the 
School, but it has not been possible 
to accept more than twenty-five a 
year. Even this meant that accommo- 
dation for 75 students was required in 
the University laboratories and for 50 


~in the Rehovot Institution at any one — 


time. Now that agriculture has been 
promoted to the status of a Faculty 
it is proposed that the intake shall be 
50 new. students annually, which 
entails the doubling of existing accom- 
modation. 

In my opinion the next vital step 
is the acquisition of an experimental 
farm. For the moment the munici- 
pality of Tel Aviv has offered, and 
the Faculty accepted, the loan of a 
farm of 400 dunams. 

The staffing presents certain diffi- 
culties. For the present the Faculty 
is assured of the services of the 13 
Professors and Lecturers of the 


Rehovot Station. On them has been | 


placed a great responsibility and they 
should receive all the support the 
University can give. © | 


Own Teachers Needed 


Israe} must raise its own agricultural 
teachers, to which end it must send its 
best students abroad to learn of the 
latest developments of their science. 
On their return they will study how 
the new lessons can best be adapted 
to their country’s special needs. 

We have been considering the new 


. Faculty as. an instrument of instruc- 


tion and a focus for specialist learning 
and research. To attain these ends, 
professors and = students. must live 
sufficientiv near to their work if they 
are to make the fullest use of their 
opportunities. Hestels must be pro- 
vided for .both students and staff if 
the success of the Faculty is to be 
assured.

The Magnes Press 
By Sir LEON SIMON, C.B. 


HE Hebrew University Press 

was established in 1929 with 

the object of producing text- 
books and other works in Hebrew 
which would be of use to the 
students, the demand for such 
works being one which could not 
be expected to be adequately met 
on commercial lines. Like most 
other things connected with the 
University, the Press owed its incep- 
tion and early development to Dr. 
Judah Magnes, and after his death 
in 1948 it was renamed the Magnes 
Press, as a tribute to his memory. 
The financial and other difficul- 
ties which have dogged the Univer- 


‘sity from the start have naturally 


imposed limitations on the activities 
and growth of its Press, which even 
now has no machinery to do its own 
printing. It has none the less made, 
and continues to make, a contribu- 
tion of substantial value to the intel- 
lectual life of the University, and 


of the country in general. Not 


being run for profit, it is able to 
maintain a high standard, and its 
output, if not large quantitatively— 
its publications have averaged 
seven or eight a year over the whole 
period, including the war years—is 
of solid quality. | 


Translating the Best 


Its principal service has been that 
of broadening the horizon of the 
serious Hebrew-reading public by 
making available in Hebrew transla- 
tion the best of what other languages 
have to offer in various fiélds of 
human thought. The translated works 
published by the Press in Hebrew 
include a series of about twenty 
“Philosophical Classics,” ranging 
from Plato and Aristotle to modern 
times, and a number of recent stan- 
dard works on Greek culture, ethics, 
esthetics, psychology, education, and 
Several of these 
have run into a second edition. 

A. good deal of original ._Hebrew 
work has also been published, mostly 


in the field of Jewish studies. These 


publications include Professor Klaus- 
ner's monumental “ History of Modern 


Hebrew Literature,” the late Professor 


Epstein’s “Introduction to the 
Mishna,” and a large-scale Commen- 
tary on the Bible, for the preparation 
and publication of which Mr. Silas 
Perry has provided a generous endows 
ment. The three volumes of this 
Commentary which have 
appeared—one of them, by the way, 
sold out in two months—were by the 
late Professor Cassuto. Arabic studies 
are also well represented in the pubhi- 
cations of the Press, and they include

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CONSTITUTIONAL STRUCTURE 


By NORMAN BENTWICH 


ANY persons are puzzled 

over the constitutional struc- 

, ture of the Hebrew Univer- 
sity. And it is, indeed, a compli- 
cated matter, because the responsi- 
bility for the University is shared 
between Israel and the Jews outside 
Israel. Three principal bodies, 


Estates of the Realm, divide the 


government: the International 
Board of Governors, the Executive 
Council in Jerusalem, and _ the 
Senate of the University. There is 
a fourth Estate ; the President and 
other officers of the University. It 
should be explained, however, at 
the outset, that no Constitution has 
been enacted, and the present struc- 
ture is provisional. 


Under the Mandate 


In the time of the British Man- 
date for Palestine no legislative Act 


passed to incorporate the Uni- 


versity and define its powers. 
Legally the University was a volun- 
tary association, registered under an 
Ottoman Law for bodies of public 
utility, which the British Admini- 
stration maintained. But after the 
establishment of the State of Israel 
and prolonged study by a Constitu- 
tion Committee, the Board of 
Governors, at its meetings in 1949 
and 1950, adopted a_— draft 
Ordinance and Statutes. The 
Government of Israel has not been 
in a hurry to enact the Ordinance. 

The Board of Governors, which is 
the supreme body, is composed of 
about sixty members representing 
Israel and groups of Friends of the 
University in other countries. About 
one-third are appointed from Israel, 
one-third from the United States, and 
the rest from other countries which 
have societies of Friends. At. the 
present moment eight are from Great 
Britain. The Chairman of the Board 
till 1949 was Dr. Weizmann. Then 
for a year it was Sir Leon Simon, 
then Mr. Henry Morgenthau ; but he 
has resigned, and the position is 
vacant. The Board normally meets 
Once a year. It has to pronounce on 
matters of major policy, make appoint- 
ments to the higher offices, pass the 
budget—and in theory help provide 
the funds—and confirm the appoint- 
ment of professors. 


Executive Council 
The Executive Council in Israel is 


composed of academic and lay per- — 


sons, resident in Israel, with a con- 
siderable majority of the lay. The 


academic part is chosen by the Senate ; 


the laymen are Governors and others 
nominated by the Board. Subject to 
the overriding power of the Board 
the Council is concerned with the 
conduct of the affairs of the Univer- 
sity, particularly all administrative and 
financial matters: and approves

Paradoxical Position 


The present position is an outcome 
of shifting circumstance. The late p; 
Judah Magnes, who was styled Cha». 
cellor, had full powers during the fir 
ten years of the University, 1925-3 
There were complaints about certaip 
appointments, and a Survey Committe 
in 1934, presided over by Sir Philip 
Hartog, recommended radical change: 
In 1936 Magnes became. titular 
President, but paradoxically with the 
powers of English Chancellor 
rather than of an American President 
A Chairman of the Executive Counc) 
was the supreme administrative. and 
the Rector was the chief academic, 
authority. The President was not 4 
member either of the Senate or the 
Executive Council. 


Fuller Powers Advocated 


During the world war the supreme 
administrative authority was in fact 


exercised by Dr. Senator, whose office 


was Administrator under the direction 
of the Council. He it was who carried 
the financial responsibility. After the 
war Sir Leon Simon, for some years, 
was Chairman of the Council, but 
Professor Brodetsky, when appointed 
President in 1949, took over that office, 
and Dr. Senator became Executive 
Vice-President. Both Sir Leon Simon 
and Professor Brodetsky from their 
experience have urged that the Pres: 
dent should have fuller powers. : 

Hitherto the Government of Israe! 
has had no specific part in the const 
tution of the University. But in the 


two years it has made a. substan- 


tial Contribution to the budget, abou! 
one-third; and it has proposed the 
establishment of a Council of Higher 
Education, which will be concerned 
with the University, the Technion, and 
the Research Institutions. The reia 
tion of the Government to the govert 
ing bodies of the University has st!

Many original Hebrew works in 
other departments of the Humanities, 
and to a lesser extent in mathematics 
and the natural sciences, have been 
published. The Press is responsible 
for two quarterly publications of the 
University: KirYAT SEFER, the biblio- 
graphical organ of the Jewish National 
and University Library, and TARBIZ, a 
journal of Jewish and humane studies. 
The first volume of an annual devoted 
to classical studies is due to appear 
shortly. 

The Magnes Press rarely makes a 
profit on any of its publications, the 
prices of which are deliberately ~kept 
low for the benefit of the University 
students. Its budget is covered by a 
modest annual grant out of the funds 
of the University. The late Sir 
Montague Burton, whose recent 
untimely death we still mourn, was 
a benefactor of the Press, and estab- 
lished .a fund for the publication of 
a series of biographies of Hebrew 
writers of the nineteenth century, of 
which one has appeared and several 
others are in course of preparation. 

In the publication of Hebrew books, 
as In sO many other departments of 


life in the Jewish homeland, an enor 
mous expansion has taken-place

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THE ENGLISH “FRIENDS” 


By WALTER ZANDER 


HEN in 1926 the English 
Friends of the Hebrew 
University were established 

set themselves the double aim 

of providing financial support for 
the University and of giving such 
help and advice as the young insti- 
tution might require. — Great pro- 
has been made with both aims. 

Out of a small group of devoted 
Friends has grown a large organisa- 
tion, comprising thousands of mem- 
bers, with branches in almost every 
town of the United Kingdom where 
jewish communities exist. The 
income collected for the University, 
which in 1928 still amounted to less 
than £300, rose to £10,000 in 1939, 
«9 £20,000 in 1944, and. reached in 
the current year the £100,000 level. 
In recent years—in agreement with 
the Isracli authorities—a large - part 
of the collected funds has been used 
for purchases on behalf of the. Uni- 
versity in order to preserve their pur- 
chasing power. Books, instruments, 


chemicals, and other supplies have | 


heen bought. Indeed, the equipment 
of whole laboratories in the. Agricul- 
tural School, the Department of 
Physics, and the Department of 
Anatomy were completed by _ the 
Friends, who developed a special buy- 
ing department. 

But even more important than 
financial and economic help, the 
Friends have established personal con- 
tacts between the Hebrew University 
and the Universities and learned insti- 
tutions in Great Britain with the resul- 
tant benefit from the accumulated 
experience and academic tradition of 

The relations between the Friends 
and the Hebrew University throughout 
the whole period of their existence 
have formed an interesting example of 
free co-operation. In all these vears 
the English Friends have eagerly 


served the needs of the University, but» 


they have never considered themselves 
as an office of the University. They 
have always preserved their own full 
responsibility and have more than 
once taken independent action. 


Thus when, two or three years ago. 


the University authorities urged the 
establishment of a combined fund- 
raising organisation with the Weiz- 
mann Institute and the Haifa Technion 


~—known as the U.LT. “—the Friends 
in this country did not see their wav 
to join. They were convinced thai 
co-ordination must begin in Israel 
itself on the academic level between 
the institutions concerned. and that 
the hope of increasing the income by 
a combination of fund-raising activi- 
lies would prove an illusion. Events 
have justified this fear, — 

_ There is an even more Striking posi- 
tive example. Several years ago the 
Friends in England felt that, in view 
of the difficult conditions prevailing 
in Israel, it had become almost 
impossible to secure scholars or 
scientists of distinction and Standing 
from the Western world for Israel. 
They reached the conclusion that the 
University had to rely. for its future 


teaching staff on its present students, 
and established, with the help of the 
Humanitarian Trust, a system of 
fellowships by which the most care- 
fully selected graduates of the Hebrew 
University could be brought to this 
country for further post-graduate 
study and research and thus become 
qualified as the future teachers at the 
Hebrew University, 

This scheme has been in operation 
for a number of years and has shown 
most encouraging results. A number 
of young scientists who came to the 
United Kingdom are already back 
in Israel and are now teaching as 
junior members of the University 
staff: and most have been admirable 
ambassadors of the young State of 
Israel.

HE English Department of 

the Hebrew University is no 

exception to the rule obtain- 
ing in Israel that in this country 
there are no rules, only exceptions. 
Its growth has been exceptional, 
its problems are exceptional, and its 
importance, so I believe, both 
to the University and the State, is 
exceptional too. 

Compared with most of the

_ PROBLEMS OF ACADEMIC STAFFING 


HE Hebrew University was 
one of the principal victims 
of the Arab-Jewish War: it 
lost all its buildings, including the 
splendid Hospital and the Library, 
and most of its equipment and 
books, which were left behind in 
Jordan-controlled territory. | Its 


finances have been disorganised by 


the need to start afresh at a time 
when costs have multiplied owing 
to the mounting inflation. For 
several years most of the students 
were On active service in the Armed 
Forces. That the University has 


Managed to survive and even to 


expand its activities in spite of these 
misfortunes reflects the greatest 
credit on all concerned. 

But we must recognise that the 
University will never be able to 
rehouse itself adequately from its 
own resources; it should be 
given the necessary capital sum by 
the Government of Israel from the 
German reparation fund. — 

In the meantime, accommodation 
apart, the University is gravely 
handicapped and in danger of being 
crippled by its inability to recruit 
the necessary staff, especially in the 
Faculties of Science and Medicine. 

The University has tried hard to

abroad, but on the whole without 
success. The reasons are not far to 
seek. How can we persuade a man 


Of established reputation and position 


to go to Jerusalem ? 
course, first of all take “an interest 
and a pride” in the work of the 
University ; but he will also expect a 
reasonable salary, at least minimum 
housing accommodation, and good 
conditions for teaching and research : 
and unfortunately the University can- 
not at present compete in these respects 
with Western institutions. 

It is necessary to be concrete about 
salaries. The Prime Minister of Israel 
is paid 1£3,000 a year: his Cabinet 
Ministers receive less. These salaries

Institutions, especially those seeking 


Government support, do not care to 
exceed unless compelled to. Recently 


the University advertised in the British 


press for a Senior Lecturer in Physio- 
logy and another in Pharmacology at 
1£2.900 per annum, Judged by Israeli 
Government standards the salary was 
generous; 19 terms of purchasing 
power, however, it is equivalent to 
only about £750 or at most £1,000 
per annum. Such posts in. British 
(Universities can command, say, £1,500 
per annum. In the case of Professors, 
the contrast between what the Univer- 
sity can offer and afford and what a 
Western University pays, is much 
greater. Nor can the University after 
its terrible losses in recent ‘years offer 
a man the conditions of work which 
he would demand. | 


It« Own Resources 


It is right. and proper for the 
University to aim high. | But you 
cannot build up a Harvard, Yale, or 
Cambridge in 25 years with the 
resources that have been made avail- 
able to the Hebrew University. and 


under the conditions jn which it has | 


had to function. I have heard it said 
that the Hebrew. University must be 
a great research centre or nothing, but 
| cannot. accept this point of view 
The University must serve Israel by 
training men adequately in its various 
Faculties to occupy posts of responsi- 
bility in the country. As it cannot 


recruit established workers from 
abroad, itt must rely on its own 
resources, I shall outline a procedure 


for dealing with the present critical 
situation, 
Wherever possible Chairs should be 
filled from the existing senior staff of 
the Departments ; these men have the 
advantage of knowing Hebrew and 
local conditions and needs, and have 
proved their ability to keep their 
Departments going in the face of over- 
whelming odds. The intermediate 
staff should be sent in rotation abroad 
to bring their knowledge up to date 
and to develop their research interests. 
This is already being done by means 
of Fellowships like those generously 
provided by the Humanitarian Trust 
in this country and various donors in 
the United States. I know from per- 
sonal contacts how much the Fellows 
in this country have benefited from 
their studies, how grateful they are 
for their opportunities, and how much 
good will accrue to the University. 
But the present number of Fellows ts 
quite inadequate and will have to be 
substantially increased, preferably by 
special gifts, but otherwise by reserv- 
ing part of the income of the Friends 
in this country for this purpose. If 
these men are given opportunities for 


advanced study abroad every five 
years or so, they will rapidly become 
fitted to occupy the leading posts in 
their subject as these become vacant. 

But it is also necessary to recruit 
junior members of the staff. In view 
of all the existing difficulties, before 
new graduates can become potential 
new teachers they must be given about 
two vears post-graduate training, 
including research experience. I am 
confident that many universities in 
this country would be sympathetic and 
do-all they could to help if the plight 
of the Hebrew University were made 
known to them. 

| suggest, therefore, that a substan- 
tial number of two-year Fellowships 
should be established to deal with this 
group. If the programme I have out- 
lined were carried out, the University 
would have, say. in five years from 
now, a considerable reserve of young 
men (and women) who would. be able 
to provide satisfactory training tor 
undergraduates, and an intermediate 
group of lecturers who would be 
making significant contributions to 
research and helping their young col- 
leagues to do original work. The 
condition of the University would still 
fall short of what our propaganda has 
described, or what we should all like 
to see: but it would be a viable 
institution. with potentialities for 
growth and development to which no 
limit can now be set.

civil war. It was a time when 
England, the English, and in a large 
measure English itself were not, to 
put it mildly, over-much liked in 


the country, particularly with the ° 


younger generation; and yet the 
popularity of these new courses 
was immediate, and grew with 
every year. To-day the English 
Department is perhaps the largest 
in the University, with a staff of 
13. teachers and with a student 
body of some 800 studying the 
subject at one level or another. The 
numbers attending increase year by 
year. 

This growth is not fortuitous ; it is 
the logical outcome of several factors. 
First, the disinterested jnterest in a 
language and literature that have few 
equals for subtlety, richness, and poetic 
quality. Secondly, its value as an 
ancillary to other subjects. Many 
departments, such as Economics and 
Sociology, insist.on a good knowledge 
of English as a sine qua non for 
entry, the reason being that most of 
the material studied is in that language. 
Thirdly, to enrich and illuminate other 
studies, such as Hebrew or French 
literature or Modern History Then 
there are the practical inducements. 
There is a catastrophic shortage of 
qualified English teachers in the 
schools, and our students are snapped 
up as soon as they finish, many even 
earlier. English is moreover jinvalu- 
able for posts in Government, 
rofessions—indeed, 
progress in most branches of modern 
knowledge is difficult without it. But 
above all there is the widespread if 
tardy appreciation on the part of the 
younger generation that their culture, 
like their country, bridges the East and 
West, and that to shut themselves in 
is to develop a kind of spiritual 
myopia. For such as seek the wider 
vision and wish to develop their own 
resources by absorbing the best of 
Western knowledge and ideals into 
their own civilisation, the natural 
tendency is to turn to English as the 
gateway to the world. 7 

All these varying needs for English 
determine in part the syllabuses and 
aims of the several courses. Much 
stress is laid on developing a sound 
grasp of the active and passive aspects 
of the language, much on knowledge

and facts; but this is, as it were, the 


bread-and-butter side of our teaching. 
What we are more concerned to foster 
is a sense of broader attitudes and 
values-—titerary, zsthetic, and human- 
istic generally. 

“ The true University of these days,” 
wrote Carlyle, “is a collection of 
ne spring day in 1948, 
nearly eighty University teachers and 
Hadassah personnel were massacred 
on their way up to Mount Scopus. 
From that day to this, the use of the 
half-million volumes of the National 
and | Library has been 
denied to us. For a moment we were 
paralysed—a University without equip- 
ment and without books. But the 
Jews are notoriously a. stiff-necked 
people, and with an energy born of 
our desperation we started afresh from 
scratch. 


Generous Help 


The English department suffered like 
other departments ; it had to give up 
the fine seminar library buiit up by 
Professor Isaacs with funds largely 
contributed by the British Council. 
To-day we are beginning to breathe 
again. The generous help of. the 
Margulies family has enabied us to 
build up the section on eighteenth- and 
nineteenth-century literature; Profes- 
sor Klein, of New York, gave part 
of his large collection to the Univer- 
sity, the British Council lent its library 


to the General Library. and other 
smaller gifts and bequests were 
received. We are grateful, but

But one need 
stands out above all: scholarships and 
stipends to enable our more promising 
Students to proceed to England for 
advanced studies and research.

indeed degrading. Hence the double 
danger, of-——on the one hand—primt- 
tive parochialitsm, and of crude, mdis- 
criminate imitation of foreign models, 
on the other. 

It would hardly be an exaggeration 
to say that the Israel of the future is 
bound to be the product of the Hebrew 
University in the same way as historic 
England has been the fruit of Oxford 
and Cambridge. And since in the 
long run the pull which we wish Israel 
to exercise on the sentiment and the 
imagination of the Diaspora could 
not be maintained by appeals for 
funds or political influence, but by 
spiritual and artistic achievements 
which will stir the mind and inspire 
pride, the future of the University and 
the type of man it is shaping must be 
a’ matter of the deepest concern to all. 


Too Early to Judge 


It is still too early to draw any 
general conclusions on the influence of 
the University on the younger genera- 
tion. It is difficult to speak of a 
schoo] tie. The 27 years of the life 
of the University have been too short 
a period for the growth of a tradition. 
Up to a while ago the teaching staff 


~ as well as the student body still pre- 


sented highly heterogeneous groups. 


Then the isolation of Mount Scopus, 


and not less the dismal conditions of 
our present extle, the fact that most 
students have to earn a living and 
can spare no time for organised 
student activities, have all been 
additional obstacles to the develop- 
ment of any university pattern. To 
the Israeli student the University ts a 
place of study, and not a place or 
period offering interesting experiences. 

The stage is now, however, set for 
the evolution of such a pattern. The 
student body, consisting in the main 
of young men and women, if not born 
then at least educated in Israel, is 
already a pretty homogeneous group, 
younger generation of 
teachers, most of them products of the 
University itself, are much alike in age, 
background, and outlook. 

While eschewing generalisations, it ts 
legitimate to record some observations 
which indicate trends. The _ Israeli 
student will stand any comparison as 
far as intelligence, intellectual curio- 


sity, devotion to studies, and quickness. 


of perception are concerned. He is 
also more balanced and more open- 
minded than the neurotic influences 


operating in Jewish life and the Israeli 


party cleavages would suggest. He 
represents a happy blend of puritanism 
with keen humour, and contrary to a 
widespread belief, his manners com- 
bme courtesy and warmth with dig- 
nity. 


General Culture Lacking 


Where he is inferior to his con- 
temporary elsewhere is in the poverty 


of his general culture and in the low | 


geakty of his speech and writing. The 
ormer ts due to the fact that general 
culture has to be acquired on top of 
a Jewish civilisation of three thousand 
years, while the Israeh home, raw and 
rough like in that country 
of immemorial reminiscences and 
incalculable future but a hurriedly 
improvised present, is not a good 
formative influence at all. The crisis 
of the Hebrew language bursting at 
the seams under  shape-destroying 
impacts accounts for the lack of pre- 
cision and the absence of all elegance 
in an Israeli student’s essay or oral 
contribution. 

The most paradoxical fact to emerge 
so far is the clear preference shown by 
the abler and more alert students for 
general subjects over Judaic studies. 
There is much concern at the absence 
of new cadres in Jewish research. 
While vacancies in the general humani- 
ties can easily be filled with local 
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talent, the University has to look afar 
to find men for Judaic chairs. To be 
a master in a subject like Talmud or 
Jewish history with a command of 
modern techniques of research, one has 
to familiarise oneself with a forbidding 
variety of disciplines. The young 
Israeli does not, moreover, feel inspired 
by the Jewish past, except the pre- 
exilic period—hence the Canaanite 
which, although far from 
serious as a coherent philosophy, may 
nevertheless stir up a certain type of 
artistic sensitiveness. 

But the most potent is the Israeli 
student’s craving for a window on the 
world. It may be said a Universitas 
exists to foster universalism and 
humanism. While striving to partici- 
pate as uals in the universal 
endeavour of mankind, we must, how- 
ever, cultivate our own garden. The 
aim should be twofold: to revitalise 


Jewish studies by infusing them with 
that fresh vigour which comes from 
an awareness of universal perspectives 
and the self-confidence of a free 
nation which has no longer need of 
apologetics ; and to make the contri- 
bution to the general stock more vital 
and striking by shaping it on specific 
and concrete experience. 

I wish to conclude these observa- 
tions with a plea and with a question 
mark. The plea is for open life-lines 
between the University and the world. 
Without permanent contact with the 
world, the University is doomed to 
shrivel into courses for advanced 
education. The question mark is: 
when young men and women of 
Oriental origin begin io flock to the 
University in large numbers—few have 
come to us so far—what will be their

SIR PHILIP HARTOG

HILIP HARTOG'S interest 
in the idea of the Hebrew 
, University was first roused in 
very early days by a letter which he 
received from Dr. Weizmann in 
February, 1920, inviting him to join 
the University Advisory Committee. 
It was natural that his co-operation 
should be sought, since there was no 
other English Jew with comparable 
academic experience. For 17 years 
he had held high office in the 
University of London, and as a 
member of the Calcutta University 
Commission he had studied the 
organisation of every University in 
India, while later as Vice-Chancel- 
lor of the University of Dacca he 
had guided an infant university 
through 
years. 
When early 
proposed to found a society to 
be called the Friends of the

Hebrew University, he attended the 
inaugural meeting and was invited 
to be President (THE JewisH 
CHRONICLE, March 19, 1926). For 
the ensuing 20 years he gave 


—unstinted service both to the Uni- 


versity and to the Friends.. 


It was he who enlisted the interest 
and support of the distinguished men 
and women both within and without 
the community who consented to 
become the first Vice-Presidents of 
the young society. For several years 
the meetings of the Committee were 
held at his house and he was in con- 
stant, almost daily, touch with the 
Secretary. He had the satisfaction of 
seeing the. Friends grow from. the 
smallest beginnings to the large and 
important. organisation which it 
became before he died. 

Besides his service to the English 
Friends, Hartog was able to give con- 
siderable assistance to the development 


its first five formative — 


in 1926 itt was 


of the University itself. His own 
interests lay specially in the field of 
administration and in the development 
of a strong and efficient Department 
of English. He and Bentwich together 
laid siege to the British Council and 
in 1940 succeeded in getting the first 
small annual grant towards a lecture- 
ship jn English, a grant which was 
generously supplemented in 
years. He was a most active member 


of the Committee for celebrating the — 


centenary of Sir Moses Montefiore by 
the founding of a Montefiore Chair 
of English at the University. 

But probably the greatest service 
that Hartog was able to render to the 
University was jn connection with the 
Survey Committee. over which he 
presided at the end of 1933. Just ai 
the time when it was so important 
that. places at the University should 
be found for academic refugees from 
Germany, and funds forthcoming for 
their support, it was most unfortunate 
that adverse comments on the conduct 
of affairs in several departments had 
become frequent. and were given 
public expression by no less a person 
than Professor Einstein. But he 
agreed that he would be satisfied if 
an impartial inquiry was undertaken 
by Sir Philip Hartog. 


Survey Committee 


With Dr. Redcliffe Salaman and 
Professor Louis Ginzberg, of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary of New 
York, as his colleagues, Hartog sailed 
at the end of the year. They spent 
nearly three months in Jerusalem and 


produced a long and detailed Report 


on the whole organisation and con- 


stitution of the University with the 


conditions obtaining in its different 
departments, and proposals for reform. 
The Report, which was kept confiden- 
tial, was discussed at the meeting of 
the Board of Governors held in 
Zurich in 1934. Hartog attended this 
meeting and succeeded in getting 
nearly all the recommendations of the 
Committee adopted, and as a result 
a much happier atmosphere’ was 
created in the University, particularly 
among the junior staff members. 

“] can say quite frankly,” wrote 
Dr. Weizmann the following year, 
“that but for you and your unfailing 
and untiring help, | should never have 


felt justified in assuming the additional | 


responsibilities which I have assumed 
as a result of this meeting, and | 
would like you to accept my heart- 
felt thanks for all the time and 
labour you have devoted to the work- 
ing out of a satisfactory solution. | 
hope we may show’as much wisdom 
and as much patience in its implemen- 
ting as you have shown in its 
devising.” 

Hartog became a member of the 
Board. of Governors.

AN UNFINISHED 
SYMPHONY 


Notes Without Music. By Darius 
MirHaub. An autobiography trans- 
lated from the French by Donatp 
Fyans and edited by Roito H. 
myers. Dobson, 21s.

Darius Milhaud, the eminent com- 
poser, reveals himself in his memoirs 
as a gifted writer. He brings a bril- 
jjantly lucid style to a lavishly involved 
story. His lite-story is involved, not 
through personal. entanglements or 
idiosyncrasies, but because he has lived 
with such prolific intensity, fiercely 
dedicating himself to the making of 
music, to the companionship of other 
artists, and to the exploration of 
distant lands. Even when chair-ridden 
with rheumatism in recent years he has 
abated none of these activities. 

This autobiography should have 
heen called “ Music Without Notes ” 
rather than “ Notes Without Music,” 
for it is instinct with music and is 
cunningly constructed like a swelling 
symphony. It opens, as it were, in a 


concert hall hush, with the brief state- 


ment: “I am a Frenchman from 
Provence, and by religion a Jew.” The 
Milhaud family were pious notables in 
the small Provencal community whose 
founders landed in the South of 
France more than 2,500 years ago, 
“not as emigrants but as traders,” 
when Judah was still a flourishing 
kingdom. During the Middle Ages, 
when elsewhere Jews were being mas- 
sacred, the community of Provence 
lived peacefully under the friendly pro- 
tection of the Popes of Avignon. The 
poison, the iron of persecution did not 
enter the bloodstream of Darius 
Milhaud’s forbears. His own genius 
is, perhaps for that reason, quite 
devoid of bitterness, irony, morbidity. 


Childhood in Provence 


Darius Milhaud gives a wonderfully 


lyrical account of his childhood spent 
in an old house at Aix-en-Provence. 
Evoking the local scenes that Cézanne 
painted, he fills them with the subtly 
differentiated sounds germane to them. 

As a young man he goes to Paris to 
Study at the Conservatoire. He makes 
ever more and more friends among 
the artistic élite. The First World War 
breaks out. When the great Catholic 
poet Claudel goes to Brazil as French 
Ambassador, Darius Milhaud accom- 
panies him as his “ secretary ! 

The detailed record which Darius 
Milhaud gives of his creative rebellion, 
introducing nearly all the main pro- 
lagonists of. the contemporary revolu- 
tion in the world of music, is too rich 
to be even summarised briefly here. 
This skilfully orchestrated work, which 
makes fascinating reading for the lay- 
man, is a “must” for all students of 
modern music. I could find only one 
serious shortcoming : there are all too 
few solo passages : the composer does 
hot permit us to share his interludes 
of solitude when he is in the throes of 
the creative processes. 

The book ends where Darius Mil- 
haud, after having taken refuge in the 
United States from German barbarism, 
is about to return to newly liberated 
France. The symphony of his life, 
happily, is still unfinished. After a 
Visit to Israel last spring, he is at 
Present working on an opera on the 


theme of David—shepherd, warrior, 


pusician, king, poet, and saint—for the 
torthcoming trimillenary celebrations 
In Jerusalem. | 


me. Meaning of Life in Hinduism and 
uddhism, by Floyd H. Ross (Routledge 
and Kegan Paul, 15s.), gives a sympathetic 
Merpretation of the spiritual values of 
nenial religion for Wenern readers.

HEN in the vears between 
the . wars. an American 
traveller visited Vilna. the 
“Jerusalem of Lithuania.” he 
reverently went round all the places 
and sights ot historical interest in 
this famous “mother-town — in 
Israel.”

AU this know- 
ledge. moulded by his own. brilliant 
and original mind, he poured into 
print, publishing rapidly. \vear after 
year, volume upon volume. of. his 
magnum opus, calling ‘it Chazon 
Ish” being the abbreviation 
of SSN). The phrase 
itself may be translated “ Vision of a 
Man.” This: great. Talmudical work. 
as Yet unfinished, immediately gave 
him name.and fame.-. From now on 
he was. the “Chazon Ish,” nobody

Thus he receives a. never-ending 
flow of visitors, bringing to him their 
private ‘or public troubles, ill-health 
or financial worries. matrimonial diffi- 
culties and religious problems. 

This Lithuanian rabbi, the very anti- 
thesis of the ‘ Chassidic Rebbe.” is 
taking * Quitlach,” the hastily 
penned-down wishes and prayers of 
harassed and worried men. and women, 
which he includes in his prayer. But 
no coin or banknote ever accompanies 
these requests to the Chazon Ish. This 
quiet. and unassuming man, innocent 
of ambition and will to power, has 


become the keeper of Israel's con- 
science, the symbol of its spiritual: 
heritage. 


It has been reported that the Israeh : 


Prime Minister, Mr. Ben-Gurion, has 
paid a visit to the Chazon. Ish, over 
the vexed question of national service 
for religious. women. Some may see in 
this an astute move ina political game.

Mr. Ben-Gurion, perhaps more than 
any other, embodies the forces which 
created and are now building a new 
State, a new society.. Abraham Isaiah

tradition whose ultimate aim is the new 
and better man with a new heart; the 
Servant of God. 

The fate of the historic experment 
witnessed by our generation depends 
on how far the two powers understand 
each other and can work together for 
the common good.

THE PARLIAMENTARY PROSPECT 


By MAURICE EDELMAN, M.P. 


ARLIAMENT’'S old year ends 

with a slush of leaves and a 

smatter of left-over legislation. 
The Chamber is sad and half empty. 
For who; except the specialists, can 
work up enthusiasm, let alone pas- 
sion, about the Visiting Forces Bill, 
Committee Stage, or the Calf Sub- 
sidy Bill, Third Reading ?. These 
are weeks of winding-up when 
Members still tarry on lecture tours 
international confer- 
ences in Milan, and Parliamentary 
Delegations in Paris. But they are 
also weeks of assessment before 
Parliament. is resurrected on 
November 4 in its State Opening, 
when the Queen, preceded by 


pursuivants and heralds, amid the’ 


splendour of miniver and scarlet, 
will read from the throne Her 
Gracious Speech; That, of course, 
will be the signal for the all-in Party 
battle that will last the rest of the 
year. 

“ In the meantime, Members who 
group themselves in the corridors are 
preoccupied with two conflicts which 
mav be decisive for the whole course 
of British politics: the Attlee-Bevan 
dispute and the by-election at High 
Wvcombe on the opening day of the 
new session. An anti-Bevanite 
recently said that Mr. Bevan’s group 
consists of depressed minorities, Scots, 
Welsh. and Jews. This is a half-truth 
obscuring truth. It is, for example, 
fortuitous that much of the residual 
L.L.P. strength concentrated itself in 
Scotland. The Bevanite desire to 
reduce the arms programme has a 
strong appeal to this old [.L.P. senti- 
ment. and consequently to those 
Scottish Members who were formerly 
in the I.L.P. 
Bevan’s message is attractive to the 
Welsh radicals, who prefer revolu- 
tionary dynamism to administrative 
consolidation. As for those Labour 
Members who are Jews, they are dis- 
tributed in their sympathetic affilia- 


tions in much the same way as their 


colleagues. For the Bevanite Mr. 


Mikardo the anti-Bevanites will offer

Bevanite Mr. S. Silverman you will get 
the non-Bevanite Mr. Janner. 
Mr. Mikardo. who’ was. recently,

tive. is a notable Bevanite who adds 
organising skill and industrious 
application to the oratory of. Mr. 
Bevan and the doctrines of Mr. Cross- 
man. Not surprisingly. he has been 
a target for attack by those who are 
opposed to Mr. Bevan’s views. But it 
would be wrong to see in the criticism 
which Mr. Mikardo has attracted 
anything more sinister than the recog- 
nition that he isa politician of con- 


siderable ability in urging the views 


that he believes in. 

Antisemitism is not, at present, a 
visible element of the political scene. 
as. sometimes it does 
during elections-—it is usually stirred 
up by some. undisciplined partisan 
who. as General Eisenhower © said 
recently, uses bigotry to replace argu- 
ment. During the election campaign 
of 1945. Mr. John Haire, the Labour 
candidate for High Wycombe, was 


described. by some of his ill-wishers ° 


—though not, of course, by his 
opponent—as a Jew. The intention 
was pejorative. Mr. Haire, an Ulster 
Protestant, with proper dignity and an 
unwillingness to disown a label which, 
had it been apt. he would have had 
no reluctance to wear. refused to pub- 
lish a disclaimer till the election was 
over. Once elected, he stated in the 
local press both his faith and his origin 
—an effective rebuke to those who 
had tried to inject racial and religious 
prejudice into the campaign. 

But jt would be wrong to imagine 
that any one Party has a monopoly 
of mean-minded oddities. Mr. Zilliacus, 
who is certainly not a Jew, has 
in his time been attacked as such 
by his former colleagues. And in the 
1950 election a last-minute Liberal 
candidate toured a Midland constitu- 
encv with his loudspeaker urging the 
electorate to get rid of the Jews—till 
the moment came when the electors, 
somewhat incensed, invited him 


emphatically to desist. 


All these are trivial eruptions on the 
surface of British politics. It would 
he difficult to find any period when 


the dominant’ mood of liberal 
tolerance has been more clearly 
defined. One important ‘factor in 
producing this atmosphere has been 
the manner in which Israel has faced 
her enemies and evolved her way of 
life. Courage will always evoke 
admiration and regard in Britain. Mr. 
Churchill, in the last volume of his 
War Memotrs, pays tribute to the Jews 
and the Greeks both for their bravery 
and for their taste for politics. Where’ 
three Jews are met together, he quotes, 
vou have two Prime Mrnisters and 
one Leader of the Opposition. Perhaps 
it js true that small and = vigorous 


peoples like the Greeks and the Jews, 


who have great cultures to defend, are 
not only ready to fight mightily for 
them, but also to discuss at -length 
the best way to do so, What is 
important. as far as Israel is con- 
cerned, is that. contrary to the vindic- 
tive. forecasts of various antisemites. 
Israel has rejected Communism and 
shown itself to be an island of social 
democracy amid the feudal  des- 


potism and military dictatorships of 


its neighbours. When Mr. Griffiths 
at Morecambe replied cordially to the 
fraternal greetings from Israel, the 
assent from the body of the hall was 
genuine and unanimous, unless it be 
from ‘one or two voices barely heard 
who might either have objected to his 
words or been complaining about 
some other. matter. 


A Forecast 


What conclusion can we draw from 
this? It" believe, that antr- 
semitism flourishes best in conditions 
of violence and instability, and is 
dormant. if not dead, in a well- 
balanced constitutional democracy. 
The Party system, as we know it in 
Britain. with the alternatives which it 
lavs before the country, depends on 
a general agreement on the nation’s 
way of life. For my own part, I 
venture the forecast that the Labour 
Party will be able to resist any centri- 
fugal forces, and that the new Parlia- 
mentary Session will see the resump- 
tion of the traditional battle between 
Government and a unified Opposition. 
There Could be nothing more whole- 
some for Britain. and nothing, para- 
doxically enough, more likely to 
preserve the tolerant good humour of 
the nation’s life.

THE SEARCH FOR 
NOAH’S ARK 
By the Rev. Dr. 1. ©. SLOTKI 


HE French expedition that 
attempted the latest ascent on 
Mount Ararat and the search 
for Noah’s Ark has returned with 
the same disappointing results as 
those achieved by its predecessors. 

It succeeded in penetrating to the 
heart of Armenia, spent eight days 
in or around the mountains, and, 
indeed, made every possible effort ; 
but all it got for its pains was a 
new flood, which, though it did not 
last for “forty days and forty 
nights” and was incomparably 
milder than the deluge that 
destroyed the world in the days of 


‘Noah, nevertheless continued for 
eight days and eight nights, and. 


compelled the investigators to come 
back to Istanbul empty-handed, or, 
as a leading ddily put it, “ clueless.” 

The only object resembling a 
Noah's Ark. which the expedition 
did discover was a basalt rock bear- 
ing a striking resemblance to the 
prow of a ship; but none of the 
members ventured to suggest that 
this rocky prow was the petrified 
remains of old Noah's Ark. 

The Ark possibly decaved centuries 
ago; but it may be. of interest to 
discuss the place of Ararat in Jewish 
and other literature. 


Land of Ararat 


ccording -to 27th verse of 
apter xix of the Book of Kings il 
nd a similar passage in Isaiah xxxvii, 
38. Adrammelech and Shareser fled to 
the Land of Ararat when they had 
assassinated their father Sennacherib, 
King of Assyria, after his ignominious 
deteat before the walis of Jerusalem 
in the reign of the Judean King 
Hezekiah (720-692 B.c.£.). The same 
incident is also recorded in a dis- 
covered inscription of Fsar-Haddon. 

Jeremiah (Chapter li, verse 27) 
mentions Ararat as one of the hostile 
kingdoms summoned from. the north 
to attack Babylon to hasten its doom. 
This, too, is confirmed by the Baby- 
lonian inscriptions. 

In the Assyrian. cuneiform inscrip- 
tions, dating from the ninth century 
before the Common Era onward, the 
name of Ararat appears as Urarti. and 
many such inscriptions have been dis- 
covered in and around the country. 
This last mentioned name is a variant 
of Na‘iri {meaning “the streams”), 
which is the old name it bore in the 
reign. of Tiglath-pileser (circa 1108 
B.C.E.), and, according to the Egyptian 
inscriptions, as early as 1400 Bucur. 

Within the boundaries of this 
country was, at least for some time, 
included the greater part of what was 
later Armenia. 

The exact location of the mountain 
on which Noahs Ark rested is still 
uncertain. There js a loftv mountain 
in Armenia with two conical peaks. 
The lower one is 13,000 feet above 
sea-level, while the other is 4.000 feet 
higher and is capped with perpetual 


snow. It is quite probable, as has — 


been suggested, that the book of 
Genesis, in stating, in the passage 
quoted above, that the ark rested on 
“the mountains. of Ararat,” referred 
to the conical peaks. 


Mohammedan Tradition 


A tradition, which is upheld by 
Mohammedans, — identifies Mount 
Ararat with Jebel Judit, south-east of 
Lake Van in eastern Armenia. 

Ihe story of the Flood is also found 
in the Babylomian inscriptions, where 
the ark 1s called a “ship” and its 
resting place after the Flood is the 
mountain of Nizir in the east of 
Assyria. In the history of Berosus 
the Chaldean, the mountain is 
Kordyzans, or Kurdus, north-east of 
Mosul, while according to Nicolas of 
Damascus the mountain of Noah's 
Ark is a very high peak in the region 
between Armenia and Kurdistan. 

For a long time Ararat could not 
be visited by European explorers. The 
superstitions of the natives, coupled 
with the naturally difficult terrain, 
were two of the main obstacles. The 
superstitions have to some extent been 
surmounted, but the mountain's imac- 
cessibility remains a very serious handi- 
cap, and the last expedition, although 
it claims to have reached the summit, 
has been as unsuccessful as all the 
others that preceded it.

The Mayor of Southport, Cllr. A.C.

WEEK 


Stimulating Interest in 
Literature 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


From Dr, GEORGE J. WEBBER 


Sirn,—The first Jewish Book Week 
in England will be held from Novem- 
ber 22 until November 28, under the 
auspices of the Jewish Book Council. 

I would value the privilege of com- 
municating through your columns the 
arrangements the Council has made. 

The Jewish Book Council—may | 
remind your readers—was established 
three years ago “to stimulate and to 
encourage the reading of books on 
Judaism and on every aspect otf 
Jewish thought, life, history, and 
literature.” The object of Jewish 
Book Week is to awaken in a variet 


of ways the latent interest of congre-. 


gations, literary societies, and clubs in 
the reading of Jewish books. 

(1) The Sabbath of November 22 
(Sidra, Toledoth) has been designated 
by The Very Rev., the Chief Rabbi, 
as “Jewish Book Sabbath.” Rabbis 
and ministers in metropolitan and 
provincial synagogues have been 
invited to speak upon the importance 
of reading Jewish books as a source 
of the perennial vitality of Judaism. 
As a guide to the sort of ideas that 
the Council had in mind, Rabbi Dr. 
S. M. Lehrman has prepared for dis- 
tribution some “Suggestions for 


‘Sermon Themes.” 


(2) On Wednesday, November 26. 
at the Stern Hall, the Council will 
hold a reception, under the auspices 
of the B'nai Brith First Lodge of 
England, for representatives of the 
community. Dr. Cecil Reth has con- 
sented to deliver the address. entitled 
“The Tradition of Anglo-Jewish 
Letters.” 

(3) During Jewish Book Week we 
hope that clubs and literary and 
student societies will arrange a 
function—or utilise a function alread, 
arranged—at which an address will be 
given upon “The Reading of Jewish 
Books,” its uses. and pleasures. 

~The Council will be pleased to put 
societies in touch with appropriate 
speakers. 

(4) A selection from recently pub- 
lished Jewish books of quality (both 
in English and Hebrew) has been 
specially made by the Jewish Memorial 
Council. By arrangement this may 
be lent for exhibition at a synagogue 
hall on Book Sabbath, or to a club 
or society in the course of Book Week. 
The selection will be exhibited at the 
reception on November 26. 

(5S) “A Supplementary Book. List. 
1952” has been prepared by the 
Council for circulation. This list is 
complementary to “A Jewish Book 


List for 1950 basic Jewish library 


of 70 books which should be avail- 
able for reference or loan in every 
synagogue, Jewish society, or club. 

(6) poster (obtained from the 
Jewish Book Council of America) is 
being circulated for exhibition in the 
vestibules of synagogues, societies. 
and clubs. This poster is a reprint of 
a beautiful illumination by Arthur 
Szyk, showing three generations 
together, surrounded by the joy of 
books. Over the portals is inscribed 
the rubric from the Testament of 
Judah Ibn Tibbon: | 

* Books shall be thy companions : 

bookcases and shelves thy pleasure 

nooks and gardens.” 

In this spirit, Sir, the Jewish Book

THE JUDICIAL OATH IN ISRAEL 


Abolition and Talmudic 
Law 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sirn.—Far be it from me to derogate 
from the timely letter, last week, of 
my friend Mr. Stoutzker, challenging 
the somewhat flippant statement of the 
Israeli Minister of Justice that oaths 
are a remnant of medieval supersti- 
tion and have no place in modern law. 
There are, however, certain ambiguous 
statements in Mr. Stoutzker’s letter 
appertaining to Talmudic law, which 
require explanation to avoid confusion. 

In proceedings before a Beth Din a 
distinction has to be drawn between 
the plaintiffs and defendants as 
opposed to the witnesses who testify 
to the facts. Scriptural law imposed 
an oath on the defendant in certain 
well-defined cases, ¢.g:, where claimant 
only has one witness instead of the 
statutory two. A defendant who com- 
pletely denied the plaintiffs unaided 
claim was believed on his own word, 
unsupported by oath, and it was only 
in later times that to satisfy the needs 
of equity a rabbinic oath of induce- 
ment was placed on him. The Scrip- 
tural oath was a very solemn and 
religious ceremony and bears no com- 


- parison to the oaths which are adminis- 


tered daily as a matter of routine in 
judicial systems throughout the world. 

However, with regard to the 
evidence of witnesses. who are non- 
interested parties, the position is quite 
different. No witness was ever required 
to take an oath that the evidence he 
was going to give was the. truth. 
Indeed, the evidence of any witness

RELIGIOUS RIGHTS IN 
ISRAELI ARMY 


To the Editor of THe JewtsH CHRONICLE 


Sin,—It js not clear what experience 
Mr. Avraham Wagner has of the 
Israeli Army on which to base his 
strictures (in your October 10 issue) 
on the Army’s policy with regard to 
religious affairs. As a part. of my 
reserve service I have spent several 
periods under Army discipline, includ- 
ing two weeks-‘in a large military 
camp, and, without taking sides on 
the political questions at issue, I can 
testify that Mr. Schapiro’s description 
of the conditions is perfectly accurate. 
Kashrut is observed in all Army 
kitchens ; all canteens, etc., are closed 
on the Sabbath; and all religious 
soldiers are given the opportunity to 
observe Jewish religious ceremonials. 

This is done not as the result of 
pressure by a few stalwart Orthodox 
soldiers but in pursuance of official 
Army orders which are enforced by 
the full weight of military discipline. 

The Army does not prevent any 
soldier from doing ‘as he wishes with 
his free time, but I do not think Mr. 
Wagner would demand fines’ or 
imprisonment for the crime of 
smoking on Shabbat or eating on 
Tisha B'Av. 

If Orthodox boys have not the 
moral stamina to remain observant 
Jews when removed from the restrain- 
ing hand of their parents, surely no 
blame attaches to the Army.

Fried Apples can be served with 
sausages, grilled meat, or hot fried fish. 
Peel the apples and either cut as for 
potato chips, or core and cut into 4 inch 
slices.

Stuffed Apples. For 4 large cooking 
apples allow 6 to 8 o7. of sausages, and 
1 teaspoonful of grated onion, Peel the 
apples whole, remove core carefully, 
taking away sufficient to leave a good- 
sized cavity for the filling.

Obituary | 
RABBI LEWENSTEIN 


The death occurred in Zurich last 
Friday, at the age of 88, of Rabbi T. 
Lewenstein, who had held the positions 
of Chief Rabbi of The Hague, of 
Copenhagen, and of Zurich. 

rom 1919 to 1923 Dr. Lewenstein 
was President of the Agudas_ Israel 
World Organisation, and remained a 
member of its Rabbinical Council. until 
his death. 

At the invitation of the Dutch Govern- 
ment he travelled to Holland in 1945 
and was reappointed Chief Rabbi of The 
Hague, a post he had held 50 years 
previously. He was decorated by Queen 
Wilhelmina for his services in the recon- 
struction of Dutch Jewish communal life. 


MR, LEON POLINSKY

FUNERAL AT NASSAU 
From a Correspondent

boy and his parents, Mr. and. Mrs, 
Eustace Myers, were held was shown by 
the distinguished gathering. 

Mr. Myers. who ts the head of the 
firm which makes Myers’ Rum, is a 
philanthropist. He was the Treasurer of 
the Bahamas Olympics Committee. and 
it. was largely through his efforts and 
generosity that the colony was able to 
send a team of six Bahaman yachismen 
ta compete at the Helsinki Games. The 
accident occurred on the day following 
the return of the Myers family from 
Europe, where Donald had acted as 
press photographer for local newspapers 
at the Games, 

In the small Jewish graveyard where 
the burial took place there was but a 
single stone recording the death of 
Samuel Henry Benjamin, who died in 
1864, aged 21. 

A specially chartered ‘plane’ was flown 
from Jamaica, 500 miles away, to bring 
the Rev. H. P. Silverman, of Kingston, 
to conduct the service. The Bishop of 
Nassau and the Archdeacon of St. 
Mathew’s Church attended, and among 
the pall-bearers were Mr. George Roberts, 
Leader of the Bahamas Government, and 
Dr. Myer Rassin, formerly of Edinburgh, 
who was Senior R.A.F. Medical Officer 
there during the war and who returned 
in 1947 to set up in private practice.

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PALESTINE DEBATE BEGINS AT U.N. 
Arab Refugee Question Given Priority

New York, Thursday 
All outstanding Palestine issues are 
likely to be debated by the Ad Hoc 
Political Committee of the United 
Nations General Assembly as a result 
of the Assembly's decision to place 
the resolutions submitted by the Arab 

States and by Israel on its agenda. 
At its opening session here yesterday 
the Ad Hoc Committee decided to give 


prorty to the question of the Arab 


refugees, and the debate on this issue is 
likely to begin to-day. A joint proposal 
by Britain and the United States that 
the Arab and Israeli complaints be dis- 
cussed after the refugee question was 
opposed by the Arabs, the Latin-Ameri- 
can countries, and by the Soviet bloc, 
which wanted precedence given to discus- 
sion of South African problems, These 
were eventually given second place on 
the agenda. 

The Arab and Israeli resolutions are 
the fifth and sixth ttems on the agenda. 
Isracl abstained from voting alt yester- 
day's meeting. 

Following pressure b 
gate, the Chairman. o 
said he would. confer with Mr... J, 
Blandford, the Director of the U.N. 
Relief and Works Agency for Palestine 
Refugees. on the possibility of inviting 
representatives of the refugees to attend 
the debate on the report submitted to the 
Assembly by Mr. Blandford, who has 
recommended that next year’s relef fund 
be increased from $18,000,000 to

$23,000,000 and that $100,000,000 be 
made available for works projects. 

The Arab delegates later met privately 
to discuss a draft resolution, prepared by 
Yemen, calling for an investigation into

This move ts tn line 
with previous Arab attempts to secure 
Mr. Blandford’s resignation. 

The Arabs, it is reported, are also to 
demand that the U.N. Palestine Con- 
ciliation Commission, composed of 
representatives of France, Turkey, and 
the U.S.A., be replaced by a seven- 
member commission which, the Arabs 
believe, would enable them to exert 
greater influence on the activities of the 
conciliation group. 

Meanwhile, the Assembly's Social Com- 
mittee has adopted a resolution, spon- 
sored jointly by Britain, France, and 
Israel, calling. on governments to.“ take 


some action’ on the draft protocol for, 


the protection of stateless persons. It 
also calls on the Economic and Social 
Council to take whatever action 1s 
deemed necessary to open the protocol 
for Signature as soon as the Convention 
relating to the status of refugees comes 
into force. |

President’s Clarifying Statement 


The Republican National Committee . 


issued a statement denying the President's 
accusations, while Senator Karl Mundt 
(Republican) recalled that Eisenhower 


smashed the greatest enemy of the Jewish: 


people-~—Hitler. Mr.- Bernard Baruch, 
America’s elder statesman,” supported 
Rabbi Silver's views, while Congressman 
Emanuel Celler (Democrat) said that 
Rabbi Silver's criticism of the President 
was “in bad taste and an affront to a 
Zionist Itke myself. It proves,” he said, 
“that when a rabbi steps off his pulpit 
and turns politician he becomes a bad 
rabbi and a worse politician.” 

On Tuesday President Truman issued 
a clarifying statement in which he claimed 
that the Republicans had deliberately dis- 
torted his remarks to create the erroneous 
impression that he had accused General 
Fisenhower of antisemitism. “I said no 
such thing,” the President said: but he 
emphasised that General Eisenhower had 
endorsed Republican Senators who sup- 
ported the discriminatory McCarran Act. 
“I know the Republican candidate is 
neither anti-Jewish nor anti-Catholic,” he 
added, “ but why did he give endorse- 
ment to such men?” He specifically 
named Senators McCarthy, Jenner, and 
Nixon, the Vice-Presidential candidate, as 
Republicans who supported the 


McCarran Bill. 


In is imteresting to note that all the 
candidates involved in the Presidential 
elections. including Senator Nixon, now 
favour changing the McCarran Act.

Former Official on Trial

BERLIN 
The trial of Heinrich Schwind, a former 
member of the administrative staff in the 
Lodz ghetto, has opened here. He is 
charged with the murder of 71 Jews 
during the so-called resettlement 
operations.” 
Witnesses said one of Schwind’s duties 
was to select sick and elderly Jews, and 
young children, for deportation to_ the 
as-chambers. One witness described how 
chwind threw children from the second 
floor of a building on to lorries in the 
Street. 
Two women witnesses said Schwind 
shot dead a 72-year-old Jew who tried 
to evade deportation, and beat girls with 
a riding whip, some dying as a result. 
Schwind, now a salesman in Berlin, has 
denied all the charges, which include one 
of rape.

JEWISH BANK OFFICIALS ON TRIAL

FRANKFORT 
The trial of five German Jews who 
are accused of having helped the 
illegal transfer abroad of 10,000,000 
marks (about £830,000) from the funds 
of the bankrupt Jewish Industrial and 
Trade Bank in Frankfort, began here 
on Monday. 
Among the defendants is Dr. J. Kliban- 
sky, the chief defence counsel at the trial! 
of ihe late Philipp Auerbach, The others 
are Wilhelm Marrien, banker, 
Froehlich, chief: cashier at the Bank, 
Wolfgang Paul Steege, banker, and Hans 
Wolf, business man | 
The prosecution claimed that these men, 
all directly concerned in the conduct of 
the Bank's affairs; had aided the transfer 
abroad of blocked mark-accounts by false 
entries, Imaginary transactions, and faked 
accounts. It said that the two. men who 
organised the alleged. frauds, Leopold 
Heitner and Siegmund Morgenbesser, had 
fled to Israel. 
The detailed charge ty K libansk 
are that, as a member of the Bank’s Boar d 
and its legal adviser, he had helped Heit- 
ner to falsify his accounts and had _ hint- 
self made out faked receipts for several
